William Salmon Ji ,, first duly sworn, deposes and says; 

1 I am the First Chief for the Chalkyitsik Village, one of the plaintiffs in this 
action Challtyitsik has between 100 and 200 tiibal members. It is an isolated rural 
community on the Black River about 50 miles east of Fort Yukon, accessible only by air 
or water 

2. In 1 982 our tribal government banned the possession of alcohol in oui village. 
To enforce our alcohol ban on alcohol, Chalkyitsik petitioned the Department of the 
Interior, which published oui ordinance in the Federal Register in May 19S3 under the 
Federal Indian Liquor Laws 

3. Following the 1998 decision in the Venetie tax case, the validity of om alcohol 
oidinance has been called into question and we have not been able to assert undisputed 
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authority to enforce oui ordinance, or to rely on the option of federal assistance with its 
enforcement 

4. We wish to place om townsite lands in trust so that we can clarify our authority 
to enforce our ordinance and if necessary to request federal enforcement assistance.
